The leather trade of France, which 
has been very much depressed lately, 
promises to receive a sudden boom ow- 
ing to a new tanning process which 
has been discovered by two Italians. 

Patents have been taken out and 
the Process is being exploited by an 
English company, who, it is said, has 
already sold the rights for America, 
England and Austria at fabulous prices.

QUARANTINE REGULATIONS, 


1 

Another matter, by no means 1 
important from a practical point of 
view, has been under the consideration 
Ir is the 9 
cattle quarantine regulations which 
are now in force. 

Nothing can be more important for 
the agricultural interests of Canada 
than that our herds should be able to 
maintain and Increase the reputation 
now enjoyed by them in some parts of 
the Dominion, as being equal to the 
best description of cattle in any 
of the world. — 

That this excellence 1s only 


part 


to be 


preserved by the constant infusion of 
the blood of the bighest class of thor- 


oughbred stock is certain; yet such 
are the regulations that the cost of the 
importation of live stock, owing to 
their detention in quarantine, makes 
their importation at present prices well 
nigh impossible. Surely animals im- 
ported trom countries where no epidem- 
ic disense exists might be allowed 
through our ports on it being shown 
thatthe animal itself was free from 
disease when shipped, and was in con 
dition on arrival to pass a veterinary 
examination as to its condition of 
health. ; 

Such changes inthe law and regu- 
lations as may be required to effect 
this end should, the cou:mittee think, 
be. made with the least possible delay, 
the government retaining in its hands 
ample power by order in council to re- 
lnact the present or some other eflect- 
ive means to prevent tLe introduction 
of cattle from countries any 
cattle epidemic EXjots without the most 
‘complete security as to their freedom 
from disease.

ABATTOIRS, 
A matter of inconsiderable moment 
has been under consideration by the 


committee, yiz., the. establisnment of 
abattoirs in different parts of the 
Dominion. 

The benefits which would accrue 
from abattoirs would be the utilization 
vf every part of the animal when 
slaughtered, some of which now goes 
to waste; the canning of meats which 
in parts of the United States has be- 
come a great industey; and the en- 
couragement this would give the farm- 
er to Increase his herds, and to aban- 
don a practice, now to prevalent, of 
killing his young stock because found 
unprefitable to bring to maturity. 

Thecommitte has been impressed with 
the great value that such enterprises 
would ve to the community, but, thing.

Rinse this off with clear 
rain water, drying it carefully with 
linen so as to absorb all the moisture 
you can. Turn the silk on the wrong 
side, lay a cloth over it, and press it 
very carefully. If it is very delicate 
silk it can sometimes be dried on the 
board without applying heat. 


POTATOES FOR A WEEK, 
Sunéay—Mashed potatoes, are very 
‘nice. They should not be pounded in- 
to a soddden mass, but whisked to a 
creamy substance. To do this they 
should be peeled, steamed, broken with 


a potato whip, moistened with milk,

NEW YORK POLICEMEN. 
— : . 
Requirements for Membership in the Nee 
repelitan Force. 

The department of the New Yorkcity 
government interests the people more 
than the police. It is a difficult thing 
to get good men for the police force, 
and it is still more difficult for the 
average man to get on the force. 

The examinations of would-be poljce- 
men are very severe. Every applicant 
for appointment has to undergo three 
distinct examinations. The first is a 
medical, the second a mental, and the 
third a physical examination. They are 
all conducted under civil service rules, 
and all are rigid. Probably the phy- 
sical examination is the one most dread- 
ed. This examination is designed to test 
the strength and muscular development 
of the applicant. The development is 
noted by a series of measurements of 
chest, waist, abdomen arms and legs. 
The data as to strength are secured 
by actual tests. Gauges have been ad- 
justed to certain instruments, and whea 
the details show that certain marks— 
fixed after much study and experience— 
are reached, a percentage of 100 is re 
corded. 

Probably the test for the arms is the 
most exhaustive. To get 100 the ap- 
plicant must hang from a ladder and 
1 his chin 5 — his hands ten times.

EXPLORING JAMES’ BAY. ~ 


Dr. Bell Says All Kinds of Cereals 
Cultivated. 

Dr. Robert Bell, of the Geological 
Survey, has returned to Ottawa from 
a summer’s\ exploration of the coun 
try in the vicinity of James’ Bay. In- 
terviewed the other day, he said he left 
Ottawa about the middle of June, with 
the view of continuing the explorations 
be had already made in the country be- 
tween the Ottawa River and James’ 
Bay. Going by the Canadian Pacifie 
Railway to Mattawa, he went from 


this point northward a distance of — 


about five hundred miles in a canoe. 
From Mattawa he went to Kippewa 
Lake, then om to Grand Lake, and 
across the height of land to the large 
river which he discovered last year, 
and which has since been recognized 
by the name of Bell River. This river 
flows north towards James’ Bay. He 
followed the stream down to its mouth, 
where it empties into a large lake, 
named Lake Mettagami, which dis 
charges by way of the Mattawa River 
into James’ Bay. Dr. Bell explored Bell 
River from a point near its head down 
to its mouth, as well as the whole of 
the surrounding country for many 
miles back. This river has a course 
nearly 300 miles, and is as large, if 
not larger, than the Ottawa. The 
country along its banks is well wooded. 
Pine is scarce, but there is an abun- 
dance of other marketable woods. The 
country is level, and the soil is rich 
loam, which would make splendid farm- 
ing land. Dr. Bell says that at the 
Hudson Bay ts along the river all 
kinds of cereals are cultivated. Wheat, 
Varley, and oats are grown and ma- 
tured, also all kinds of garden vege- 
tables. This country is located in about 
50 degrees of latitude, or about the 
same latitude as Winnipeg. Dr. Bell 
has aleo found traces of valuable min- 
eral deposits, but declines to speak of 
them in advance of his official report 
to the department.

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IHE MOST PAINFUL DEATH 


AN EXPERIENCED SURGEON GIVES 
HIS OPINION. 

Strange to Say, Deaths by Accident Are 
the Most Easy—Leckjaw or Tetanus 
Cause Intense Agony upto the Time of 
Death—Im the Majority of Deaths the 
End is Painless. 

The most painful forms of death are 
curiously enough, not those that are 
the most shocking or the 
most commonly dreaded. The most 
distressing accidents, usually produce 
painless deaths, while some familiar and 
little feared diseases result in intensely 
agonizing death. The machinery and 
the rush and hurry ‘of city life cause 
more shocking forms of death than the 
tortures of the Inquisition. 

The question as to what are the most 
painful and easiest deaths to die, must, 
of course, Le deeply interesting to every- 
one. Dr. A. P. Smith, a surgeon of wide 
experience in one of our large cities, 
Says: 

DEATHS BY ACCIDENT EASY. 

It is a curious fact that few peo- 
ple know how a man really dies. They 
have only a more or less blindly super- 
Stitious fear and horror of it. The 
deaths which are to be most dreaded 
have as a rule little or no terror for 
most people. Now, to decide what is 
actually ihe most painful death any of 
us can die we must look somewhat into 
the nature of pain or agony. 

In the first place, the greatest suf- 
fering is produced not by the surface 
or superficial: nerves of the body, but 
by a disturbance at some important 
‘erve centre. Many of the deaths 
which are supposed to be accompanied 
by the most excruciating agon are in 
reality almost puiniess, because caly the 
deuter nerves aie afiecied. 

“Perhaps the most familiar example 
is death from burning. Mosi people im- 
agine that to be burned alive, or boil- 
ed alive is the most intense torture con- 
ceivable. As a matter of fact I wouid 
rather be burned to death than die from 
many of ibe so-called ‘ natural’ causes. 
This is also true of the pain produced 
by most cuts and bruises. Unless such 
cuts go very deép or the bruises are 
very severe, a death caused in this way, 
although very distressing, is not, how- 
ever, nearly as painful as that from 
many familiar diseases. 

Most of the railroad and trolley- 
car accidents injure people in just this 


cae fs Of course, death from such causes 
is far more disiressing to relatives. It 
is grievous to see a body mangled or

often beyond recognition. And so peo- 
ple naturally dread such a death and 
imagine that it is the most painful 
death to die. But fer the victim of 
such an accident the actual pain is not 
by any means ap great as most peuple 
ancy. 

Ihe pain, as I said, is in a sense su- 
perficial, and the centre of nervous force 
remains undisturbed, so that such a 
person can retain consciousness and 
keep measurably  cool-headed. It 
should, besides, be considered that any 
severe shock, as in the®case of a bad 


ing effect upon the entire system. This 
is a most merciful provision of nature.

senses dulled in this way, and it is much 
the same with a person who is burned 
alive or who meets death in any other 
sudden and violent manner. 


PAINFUL LOCKJAW. 


On the other hand, some diseases 
cause at the end the most intense ag- 
ony. ‘The most painful death a man can 
die is from tetanus or lockjaw. In this 
disease the nerve centres are so affect- 
ed that the muscles are set or knotted 
together rigidly, so that the pain is 
Most acute, T disturbance in this 
case directly affects the spina! cord, and 
this quickly spreads to the brain. It is 
impossible for any one who has never 
seen a death from _ lockjaw .to appre- 
ciate the terrors of it. 

It is a mistake to believe, however, 
that the most violent deaths are neces- 
sarily painful. Asa rule, whenever pa- 
tients are violent they are delirious and 
unconscious of their pain. 


EASIEST FORMS OF DEATH. 


_ “ The easiest death to die, of course, 
is in cases where the patient is abso- 
lutely unconscious. That is to say,the 
pass from sleep or a condition whic 
clasely resembies it into death. The 
great majority of deaths occur in this 
way. In most diseases as the end ap- 
proaches there is a gradual failing of 
the faculties, so that the end is quite 
painless. 

Death from suffocation is also very 
painful. In this case the agony is not 
the result of any injury to the nerve 
centres. But the consciousness that 
death is epproaching in spite of one’s 
labored efforts to get air is most dis- 
tressing. This brings on intense nerv- 
ous agony. Of course, in speaking of 
the pain of dying I refer particularly 
to purely physi suffering.
